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Club Owner, Talent Buyers, Need not be 
Victims of Performing Rights Organization

To understand who these fine 
folks are, musicians and club own- 
ers should first understand what 
they are not. First they do not rep- 
resent a union of any kind. ASCAP 
is not a member of the AFL-CIO, 
the International, or of any other 
organization representing labor, nor 
do their activities fall under any 
heading covered by labor legisla- 
tion. ASCAP is not a police force, 
nor do they have any status as a law 


enforcement organization. They -

cannot shut down a club,.nor can 
they impose penalties by edicts or 
orders, no more than the Potato 
Chip Institute can. 

What then, do these people actu- 
ally do? In a nutshell, ASCAP is a 
performing rights organization. 
Their job is to collect and distribute 
loyalties to song writers. Period. 
They are supposed to accomplish 
this task by taking random surveys 
of performances for profit. This 
entails samples of radio station 
playlists, jukebox usage of record- 
ings, and concert hall and venue 
samplings. They do not have legal 
authority to demand fees or pay- 
ments from anyone, without first 
proving that a significant number of 
performances of a given work have, 
in fact, taken place, and for profit at 
the expense of the copyright owner. 
And the works in question must be 
already administered by ASCAP. 
They are not the only performing

Some of their representatives, how- 
ever, may wish to have people 
believe otherwise. 

Once all of this information has 
been gathered by your local 
ASCAP representative, and only 
after all of the above conditions are 
satisfied, may any kind of royalty 
assessment be made. Still, the 
question remains as to whom is 
actually liable for paying the fee? 
Since the working musician is the 
actual user of copyrighted material, 
it is ultimately the musician who 
profits by performing other com- 
posers’ material in order to make a 
profit. However, since ASCAP 
does not wish to unduly burden per- 
formers, most likely because of an 
agreement with the Musician’s 
Union (AFM) or other labor organi- 
zations, such as AFTRA, the fine 
folks at ASCAP take it upon them-

the club owners to ante up. Mind you, this cannot be 
done without the above mentioned proofs having been 
established. 

It should be emphasized that only after all of these 
conditions have been met, may payment be requested. 
That’s right, requésted. The club owner should, at this 
point, verify all of the information. If the representative 
provides anything less than this, the club owner has 
every legal right in the world to ask this representative 
to leave the premises and not darken his doorway again. 

At this point, the typical “Man From ASCAP” will do 
one of two things. He may resort to outright threats of 
shutting down the club. Calmer, more reasonable ones, 
will no doubt invoke some sort of “fee schedule” which, 
of course, will not be presented to the club ower. There 
is, in fact, a fee schedule, and it’s readily available from 
ASCAP. But paying performing rights fees according to 
this schedule is strictly optional. (See page 12 of 
ASCAP: The Facts, available from ASCAP, 1 Lincoln 
Plaza, New York, NY 10023). 

The representative knows that, in the rare event that he 
has a case against a particular club owner, it must be 
pursued through the courts. This will be very costly to 
him, and the actual fees collectible will be generally less 
than the cost of the suit, especially if the club is small 
and runs music only two or three nights a week. 


This writer is a member of ASCAP, and as such, has 


knowledge that the recommendation is made to toss 
them out on their ears. Further, hiring of original bands 
who play their own music is also highly recommended. 
The club owner should also be aware that about 50 per- 
cent of copyrighted works are licensed not by ASCAP, 
but by BMI, and thérefore, ASCAP has no right to col- 
lect fees from owners for those works, even if there are 
substantial perfornances of those works. Anyone 
harassed by these “royalty commandos” should not live 
in fear, because they provide work to hungry musicians. 
And musicians can help club owners by writing their 
own material, and audiences everywhere, should get off 
their insistence on hearing the latest hit by the Mars 
Band or whoever. Remember, folks, The Mars Band 
doesn’t play material written by Jack Local; why should 
Jack Local’s band have to play the latest Mar’s song? 
The only reason it seems to be that the audience is too 
lame to hear something new, is unless it’s been rammed 
down their throats on the radio. Remember, if you’re 
not part of the solution, you’re part of the problem. 
Support local bands, even when they start writing their 
own stuff. It’s hard work to do that, and maybe they’re 
just trying to save their jobs.

~ STANDING IN STEREO: 
FOR REAL AT THE SHIRE

On June 17, once again, I took the drive to catch one of the rare 
appearances of Standing in Stereo on their home ground, Cape 
May, NJ. My older brother kept saying, “You never know what 
Geno White is going to do next.” On this night, I’m watching 
White grow very nervous and getting very upset, as it gets closer 
and closer to show time. What is his problem? NO BASS PLAY- 
ER. Now this is a trio, not a 4, 5, or 6 piece rock & roll band with a 
singer who would be able to survive an evening with a member 
missing. 

Geno tries to open the show himself, but the pickup on his 
acoustic guitar would not work and still NO BASS PLAYER! 
Finally, he stormed off the stage and reappeared with the drummer, 
Chick Ragan. Then came the real jazz! This is the kind of show 
that you read about in jazz history books. I thought, “I am in New 
York City watching the most daring musicians playing their hearts 
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out.” 

If you are familiar with the tapes of Standing in Stereo, you'd 
know they only scratch the surface of the intense jamming abilities 
these two gentlemen have. This is what is lacking in the music on 
MTV, no serious jamming, like the days when my brother would 
spin his Jimi Hendrix, Cream, Mountain, and Zappa albums, or his 
collection of Miles Davis, John Coltran, and Sun Ra. Thanks to a 
club, like The Shire, you can still hear jazz in various forms. 

White and Ragan are both obviously in their thirties, and have 
been playing for a very long time, and I am sure are into all of those 
artists. Both musicians have their own identity and sound, while 
mixing elements of those artists. White has a style completely his 
own, along with a sound of old Hendrix and Beck. Ragan is one of 
the best drummers I ever heard. He played with amazing precision, 
and filled the place with sounds of a complete rhythm section, a 
cross between Buddy Rich, Mitch Mitchell, and Tony Williams.

This month we’re going to travel to 
the wonderful world of mixing con- 
soles. So - Buckle up your seat belts 
and remember this is a non-smoking 
flight! 

Let’s take off with what a mixer 
does. I’m sure you’ve seen how. stage 
gear and microphones vary in the 
amount of signal level they produce. 
The missing board’s job is to harness 
all of these different signals and trans- 
form them into a consistent output level 
for your processing and amplifiers to 
receive. It can also route your signal to 
various outputs, such as Auxilary or 
Monitor sends (very important) or even 
isolate one source to headphones or an 
echo or even to your mom’s house for 
lunch. Sorry, I got carried away. 

There is a lot to be aware of before 
you lay down your hard earned money 
on a mixer. There are many brands - 


ee ree 

\4 each with different 
@ models and different 
4 features. So let’s fly 
4 through what you'll 
4 want to look for in a 
# mixer - from input to 
output: 

Inputs - You'll 
need both XLR + 
1/4” inputs. 

Inserts - This is a handy little item 
for both sending to and receiving from 
an outboard device (i.e. Echo, 
Compressor, & Q) for that particular 
channel. 

Gain Control - This controls the 
amount of input signal level the chan- 
nel preamp sees. 

Pad - This is usually a 20 db reduc- 
tion in gain for when input signal is too 
much, even when gain control is all the 
way down. Also can be labeled 
Mic/Line switch. 

Phantom Power (+48v) - This is 
great for powering condensor mics and 
direct boxes. I prefer a switch on each 
channel as Phantom Power sometimes 
causes strange reactions from equip- 
ment that doesn’t use it. 

E.Q. - I’ll get into EQ in another col-

three bands - High * Mid * Low. 

Aux - Monitor - Effect Sends - You 
can never have enough of these - espe- 
cially if you don’t have the luxury of a 
separate monitor mixer. This will also 
be subject of another column. 

Group Send - Some mixers have sub- 
groups before the L-R faders. This is a 
nice feature for grouping sections of the 
band, such as Drums, Hors, Vocals, 
etc. into one fader. 

Pan - This knob can serve two roles. 
It can be used to pan the channel to the 
L-R Masters or assign the channel to a 
sub-group. 

Pre Fader Listen - (PFL) or Solo - 
This allows checking an Individual 
channel (or group) with headphones 
before it hits the output fader. 

Group Faders - These control the 
level of assigned channels to the 
Masters. 

Master Faders - These send the over- 
all signal out of the board. 

There is more stuff, I’d like to get 
into, but itll have to wait until next 
month, because I’m tired and I’m going 


to bed!

Saturday, June 5th, at the Cell Block in Bensalem, PA., was 
a night full of long hair, theatrics, make-up, and special 
effects.

This marked the return of Rex 
Eisen and Dave Weakley, formally of Roughhouse, an old 
favorite of mine. Just like old times, the band blew me 
away. The Right is definitely a high action, heavy rock ‘n’ 
roll band full of many tricks up their sleeves! To see them, 
is to know them; a definite experience of the senses. The 
band consists of five members: Lee C. - vocals, Rex Eisen - 
guitar, Dave Weakley - bass, Rob LaFarge - guitar, and 
Crash on the drums. Right now, the band is playing a few 
tri-state clubs and then going to New York to record a new 
demo. Keep your eyes open for more of The Right in a 
future issue. 

Also American Pie played, featuring former members of 
Heaven’s Edge. As the band played, the house was packed 
and preparing for the peak of the night. As the “full moon” 
rose to it’s highest, American Pie finished up their set. 

As if the outside wasn’t atmosphere enough for the final 
band, the props and anticipation inside were ready for the 
climax of the evening. At around 12:30 am, Phantasm 
brought their theatrical presentation to the stage. During 
their show, you were taken on a seductive journey with Kelli 
Stevens, portraying his characters through sex, darkness, and 
“the feed!” In such songs as “Tonight (is the first night),” 
“Bedtime Story,” and “I’m An Angel”. Kelli plays the roles 
of a Vampire Count, a rapist, and a TV evangelist. 

Along with Kelli Stevens - lead vocals, the band consists 
of three additional members: Kirk Ramsey - drums, Tannith 
Leigh - guitars, and Donovan Kane - bass, two performers:

work was highlighted on the big 
screens. During “Michelle,” photos of 
romantic couples in France were 
shown. But it was the pictures of the 
sixties’ icons, like Jimi Hendrix, Janis 
Joplin, Stephen Stills, and others during 
“Come On People,” that the crowd 
really liked, especially at the very end 
of the song, when photos of McCartney 
(stage right) and Lennon (stage left) 
from the sixties blasted out at the 
crowd, causing a chill to go down my 
spine. 

My personal favorite, had to be “Live 
And Let Die.” McCartney held nothing 


back, with a state-of-the-art light show _ 


and a super tight band, which would 
make Guns &' Roses wonder why they 
ever attempted to cover the song. 

The evening ended with “Set. 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band,” 
which led into a jam resembling “The 
End” from the Beatles “Abbey Road” 
album, and finished up with “Set. 


Pepper’s Reprise.” Then after two. 


hours of non-stop music, the crowd 
. demanded more and the band respond- 
ed with a three song encore, beginning 
with “Band On The Run” and into a 
ripping version of “I Saw Her Standing 
There.” Finally, McCartney sat at the 
piano and began “Hey Jude.” The 
crowd went wild, as the band went into 
the “Na Na Na” ending, during which 
the entire band climbed into a crane 
elevated over the first ten rows and 
threw streamers and confetti, while 
Paul divided the audience and proceed- 
ed to direct them into out-doing each 
other in acappella versions of the “Na 
Na Na” refrain. 

The band finished up the song and 
the evening that everyone who attended 
will not soon forget. The biggest 
impression left to me, was that there are 
still top of the line musicians who treat 
themselves and their audience with the 
utmost of class and dignity. It was very 
refreshing to.see and I hope the bands 
of the 90’s learn something from it.
